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CON STITUION OF THE AID BOARD. 



ARTICLE I. 

This Board shall be known as the Aid Board of the Superannuated 
Preachers and Widows and Orphans of deceased Ministers of the 
Texas Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

ARTICLE II* 

The object of this Board is to assist the Conference Claimants as an 
auxiliary, by payments of interest accruing from loans on investments. 

article in. 

The Board shall consist of seven members, three of whom shall be 
laymen, who shall be elected by the Annual Conference for the period 
of four years, or at the pleasure of the Annual Conference. Vacan- 
cies occurring in the Board shall be filled by the Annual Conference at 
the next Session. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The officers of the Board shall be a President, a Vice-President, Sec- 
retary and Treasurer, provided the Secretary and Treasurer may be 
one and the same person, to be elected by the Board. 

ARTICLE V. 

The funds of the Board shall be derived from donations, bequests 
and special collections; and all contributions to this Board shall be 
paid to the Secretary, who shall turn over the same to the Treasurer, 
taking his receipt for the same. 

ARTICLE VI. 

The Board shall hold regular meetings at each session of the Annual 
Conference. Special meetings may be held on the call of the Presi- 
dent. Four members shall constitute a quorum. 

> .< V * ARTICLE VII. 

\ e r • . , 

All moneys coming into the Treasury of this Board shall be invested 
or loaned by the Treasurer, with the advice and consent of the Presi- 
dent, and all loans made, shall be on security of real estate, by trust 
deed, or mortgage, or purchase money notes, on land as collateral. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

The Treasurer of this Board shall pay out all moneys only upon 
written order of the President, and shall take a receipt for the same. 
The interest of the money invested shall be paid annually to the Chair- 
man of the Joint Board of Finance of this Conference. 

ARTICLE IX. 

The Constitution can be altered or changed only by a two-thirds 
vote of the members ot the Annual Conference present and voting at 
a regular session. 

ARTICLE x. 

This Board shall have power to make its own By-Laws.

Abstract of Proceedings. 



The fifty-fifth session of the Texas Annual Conference of the M. E. 
Church, South, convened December 5th, 1894, at Cameron, Texas, 
Bishop R. K. Hargrove, presiding. Sitting daily, except on Sunday, 
it continued its work till 8:30 o’clock Monday morning, December 10th, 
I894, when, after the reading of the appointments, it adjourned sine 
die. 

Seth Ward was elected Secretary, and on his nominations, D. H. 
Hotchkiss and C. A. Hooper were elected assistants, with G. C. 
Clothier as Secretary of Statistics. 

Other than the regular work of calling and answering the Disciplinary 
questions, receiving communications, and reports of committees, and of 
passing resolutions (all of which is shown in succeeding parts), the fol- 
lowing became the action of the conference. 

Wednesday s Session , December 5, 1894.. 

Seth Ward was elected editor and publisher of the minutes, with 
privilege to use in the work, his assistants, as he might desire. 

A communication from the West Texas Conference relative to a be- 
quest of $ 10.000 left to said conference by the late J. S. Thornton, of 
Kansas City, Mo., was presented by Rev. J. D. Scott, together with 
his credentials as agent for the Conference. To said bequest the 
Texas Conference had) a technical title. A committee, consisting of 
J. D. Campbell, H. M. Sears and G. E. Clothier was elected; they 
were instructed to investigate the matter, and were given power to act 
for the Conference. 

Thursday s Session , December 6, 1894. 

Thursday and Friday nights were appointed as the times for hold- 
ing the anniversaries for this session, of the Church Extension and Mis- 
sion Boards respectively. * 

Rev. G. Mueller, of the German Mission Conference, presented the 
claims of Der Missions Freund , the paper published by that Confer- 
ence, for the German work, and secured thirty-one subscribers. 

Dr. H. C. Morrison, Secretary of the General Board of Missions, 
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addressed the Conference concerning the mission work, and asked for 
pledges to sustain, during the next two years, a missionary who is 
needed to take the place of J. L. Hendry, a former member of the 
Texas Conference, whose impaired health has necessitated his retiring 
for one or two years. 

The amount called for was pledged within a few minutes, after which 
Dr. Morrison led the Conference in a prayer that God would call a 
man from this body to fill the place for which provision was made.

Report of Board of Missions. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Texas Annual Conference : 

Dear Brethren: — The Board of Missions of the Texas Confer- 
ence, in its annual session, has carefully reviewed the various charges 
under its supervision, and has gathered such facts as are represented 
in the reports of the missionaries serving these fields. The Board is 
gratified at the progress and prosperity throughout the territory em- 
braced in its operations. 

Those consecrated men sent out a year ago, have been subjected to 
many privations, and had to face many difficulties — a financial pres- 
sure that is without a parallel in the past ten years — yet they came 
back to us at this annual gathering with manifest tokens of success. 
Through the instrumentality of these godly men many hundreds of 
souls have been lifted up to the cross of Christ. Where all was dreary 
and desolation reigned, the light of the glorious Gospel of Christ has 
made the wilderness to blossom as the rose; churches and parsonages 
have been erected. The children have been gathered into Sunday- 
schools, and have come to know something of the uplifting power of 
our holy religion. New fields have opened their whitening harvests; 
and in obedience to Him who said “Go,” your Board has determined to 
occupy these fields, which calls for an increase of men and means.

Report on Education. 

SOUTHWESTERN UNIVERSITY. 

With pleasure your board reports the last year’s work of this institu" 
tion as perhaps the best and most successful one of its history, the at- 
tendance being larger than any former year, numbering 340 young 
men and 150 young ladies. The health of the students was remark- 
ably good throughout the session. During the present session, one 
student has died. The discipline is fine, and the conduct of the pupils 
good. There are 60 young men preparing for the ministry, and 40 
children of preachers, in the institution. The graduating class of last 
session consisted of twenty young men, eight of whom are preachers, 
and eleven young ladies. The class of the present year numbers 
thirty-four, and these, with former graduates, make over two hundred 
going out with the seal of the University upon them, and many of them 
now occupy responsible positions in the service of the church and 
State. 

The chief embarrassment of the institution lies along the line of its 
prosperity, in that its patronage threatens to exceed its resources. The 
necessity of greatly enlarged accommodations is apparent, and we re- 
joice to note the effort to relieve this embarrassment in the appoint- 
ment of Rev. W. M. Hays as financial agent, and we heartily commend 
the agent and his cause to our pastors and people, and trust that 
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through his agency the necessary means may be secured to provide 
ample buildings and appropriate accommodations for the work of the 
institution. 



The Ladies Annex is happily accomplishing its mission in providing 
facilities for the higher education of young ladies under most favorable 
religious auspices. 

The administration of Dr. Allen is quite satisfactory. We commend 
the action of the trustees in offering reduced board, as well as free 
tuition, to the daughters of those in the pastoral work. Board in Gid- 
dings hall for young men, and in the Annex for young ladies, is offered 
to the children of ministers for $10 per calendar month, and literary 
tuition free. 

We rejoice to record the continued presence of spiritual and saving 
power among the pupils, 80 per cent, of whom are professing Chris- 
tians, and to repeat the fact that the blight of the saloon is a thing of 
the past in Georgetown, the seat of the University. We note also the 
fact that nearly one-fourth of the pupils pay no tuition, and that one- 
third of the foreign patronage of the institution is from within the bor- 
ders of the Texas Conference. This clearly indicates our obligations 
to the institution in rendering financial aid, and the regret of your 
board is that they cannot see the way clear to recommend an increase 
in our assessment, and we would earnestly urge the preachers to bring 
up the assessment in full for this interest. 

We are glad, however, to recommend that the amount turned over 
to our board from the Sunday-school Board of $79.50 be appropriated 
to the loan fund of the Southwestern University, to be administered by 
the faculty for the education bf young men in the ministry. 

We recommend the appointment of V. M. West as trustee, vice M. 
N. Shives, resigned, of West Texas Conference. 



CHAPPELL HILL FEMALE COLLEGE. 



This, our own conference school, seems to be gaining ground. The 
President, Rev. S. M. Godbey, with seven able and efficient teachers, 
constitute a faculty fully able to do the work of most thorough instruc- 
tion. There have been eighty students enrolled, with thirty-six in the 
boarding department of the College, We are happy to report the best 
of order, and a strong religious sentiment in the school. The young 
ladies conduct a weekly prayer meeting that is well attended and help- 
ful in its effects upon student life and work. 

The fact was brought before your board of the need of some addi- 
tional buildings, and repairs on the College building. We heartily 
commend this, our conference school, to the patronage of our people, 
and bespeak for it their financial help. We recommend the election of 
the following trustees: Chas. Cocke, vice J. W. Scurry, resigned; J. M. 
Nicholson, Rev. E. W. Tarrant, Rev. J. W. Horn, Rev. J. L. Massey, 
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Rev. C. H. Brooks, Rey. Geo. C. Stovall, A. W. Toland, and Dr. A. E. 
Goodwyn. 

We recommend the appointment of S. M. Godbey to the presidency 
of Chappell Hill Female College. 

SOULE COLLEGE. 

We recommend the appointment of the following gentlemen trustees 
of SouleCollege, located at Chappell Hill, Texas: J. M. Nicholson, Rev. 
E. W. Tarrant, Rev. J. W. Horn, C. H. Brooks, Rev. Geo. C. Stovall, 
T. B. Stone, H. C. Brandt, D. P. Perkins, T. A. Mercer, M. M. Felder, 
Rev. J. B. Sears, H. Hudgins, Rev. J. B. Cochran, Chas. Cocke and 
D. N. Harris, and we recommend the adoption of the following resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved , That the above named trustees are hereby instructed to 
consolidate Soule College and Chappell Hill Female College, under 
the charter and name of Chappell Hill Female College, and to do 
whatever is necessary thereto. 

We recommend that the educational assessment be the same as last 
year ($1500), and that it be divided as before, viz: $900 to the Uni- 
versity, and $600 to Chappell Hill Female College. The educational 
collections this year amount to $979.75. Paid for printing minutes, 
$15; balance divided as follows: To Southwestern University, $578.85; 
to Chappell Hill Female College, $385,90. 

Southwestern University has 19 teachers, 490 pupils, and $1600 en- 
dowment; has property worth $108,000. 

Chappell Hill Female College has 8 teachers, 80 pupils, and holds 
property worth $15,000. 

The new Board of Education was organized by the election of the 
following officers, viz: A. E. Goodwyn, President; John E. Crawford, 
Secretary, and H. C. Pritchett, Treasurer.

Your Sunday-school Board begs leave to submit the following re- 
port: 

We find no work attempted by our church of more importance than 
the Sunday-school work, and as the Sunday-school is the first school 
our children enter, we consider it the most important work we have to 
do, and as such demands our most earnest efforts, and the Board 
rejoices to be able to report that the Texas Conference is seeking to 
discharge this responsibility; and we rejoice at any success we have en- 
joyed. Our Sunday-schools are constantly increasing in numbers and 
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efficiency, and we rejoice to know that our people are being enlight- 
ened as to their Sunday-school work, and that new schools are being 
organized and our literature is being circulated. During the four years 
services of the present Board, we have reduced the amount or surplus 
in the hands of the Board until we have nothing more than a sufficiency 
to meet the demand of the schools that are in actual need, and the 
Board now urges the importance of all our preachers observing “Chil- 
dren^ Day” and to take the collections ordered by the law of the 
church. 

We have held Sunday-school conventions the two years past — one 
at Hempstead and one at Flatonia, each of which was well attended 
and did great good, and in view of this fact we offer the following res- 
olution:

Committee on Books and Periodicals. 

We, your Committee on Books and Periodicals, report first— our or- 
ganization by the election of D. H. Hotchkiss, chairman, and T. S. 
Williford, secretary. We beg to say further that the communications 
referred to us have had due consideration. The prosperity of our Pub- 
lishing House, under the stress of the adverse financial times, is to be 
noted with pleasure and ought to be the cause of great gratitude. 

The House continues to give us good books; those which were pub- 
lished the past year being of a high grade of excellence, from whatever 
standpoint they may be examined. 

The new Discipline, which becomes the text book of the law of the 
Church, followed within a few weeks the adjournment of the General 
Conference. We like the changes in the typography and shape of the 
book and think in these matters as well as the inclusion of the deci- 
sions of the College of Bishops it excels all other editions. Its neat- 
ness and usefulness are manifest. We urge our preachers to secure as 
large and as speedy a dissemination of this book among the people as 
possible. 

The general organ of the Church, The Christian Advocate , main- 
tains its high standard in all lines, in all departments, and is worthy a 
wider circulation; we agree with the Book Agents that it is to our inter- 
est to secure for this periodical the widest possible circulation, and wish 
we could say it so loud and so emphatically that every preacher and all 
our people could hear. Let the preachers press the claims of the pa- 
per. Because of its relation and its field, occupied by no other, we 
believe it to be as needful to the rank and file as is our own Conference 
organ. 

The, Quarterly Review has been changed to a bi-monthly period- 
ical, and under the editorship of the talented Dr. Tigert is improving 
with every issue. There never was a time in the history of literature, 
science and religion, when there was a greater demand by the thinking 
people for first class periodicals on these subjects, than there is to-day. 
And this class never was so large and so rapidly increasing as to-day. 
We are glad it is so. It is the expression of a thirst for truth. “The 
truth shall make you free” said Christ. The Church ought to meet this 
demand of the people, and it can. We believe The Review is in a 
measure meeting these wants. Its range of subject-matter is compre- 
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hensive and its scholarship is finding a place in the forefront. It ought 
to have large patronage, and we believe will, if brought to the atten- 
tion of our reading and thinking people, come into great demand. 

We feel that nothing need be said about our Sunday-school period- 
icals, except that they have wide diffusion and are of much merit. 

We commend to the favorable attention of our Sunday-school 
workers the book of lesson helps for 1895, prepared by our Dr. E. E. 
Hoss and just issued from the Publishing House. 

The Epworth Era is our latest projected periodical. It was in- 
stituted as the official organ of the Epworth Leagues, and goes out to 
fill a passing need. Though small, it is sparkling and is already 
proving its worth. The promise is made, that just so soon as the in- 
terests involved will justify, its size will be increased. The late con- 
troversy that filled its editorial pages, and so much space in some of 
our advocates, is to be deplored, but in view of the editor’s utterances 
in the last issue, we think it wise to drop the whole matter. To make 
war on the Era is to make war on the church. This paper ought to 
be taken by all our Leagues, and pastors who have no Leagues, but 
who desire to have them, can do nothing that will aid them to this end 
more, than to have copies of it sent to young people in their charges. 
Get your young people to take it, though you have no League. 

Our own organ, The Texas Christian Advocate , flourishes. It is 
already one of the best among the family of advocates — and we believe 
it will, under the management of Bro. T. R. Pierce, the newly installed 
editor, advance to a more commanding position. Commendable im- 
provaments in its typographical arrangements have been made. 

Because the report of the Joint Board ot Publication was not read 
to the conference, we quote in extenso what is there said about a mat- 
ter of great importance to the Publisher of the Advocate , and hence of 
I great importance to us: 

“There was a full and free discussion on the pait of the Board and 
Publisher touching the matter of large list of delinquent subscribers — 
and by this is meant subscribers who have received the paper from one 
J to six years without payment. Among other suggestions, the advisa- 
bility of returning to the old plan of holding each agent responsible for 

I all subscribers sent in was considered with much favor; but owing to 
the hardship which this system would impose upon the agent, it was 
finally decided that the matter be brought to the attention of the 
preachers through this medium, believing that, when thoroughly un- 
derstood, the present plan would save any loss whatever on the part of 
the agent, and reduce the loss of the Publishing Departmant to the 
minimum. The trouble arises from the failure on the part of many 
agents to endeavor to collect from the delinquent subscribers. Many 
of the preachers, it appears, are under the impression that they are to 
collect only from subscribers whom they may send to the office, losing 
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sight of the fact that they are as fully authorized to collect from delin- 
quent subscribers as from those who are charged to their accounts. 
Each agent should immediately, upon reaching his new field, seid to 
the publisher for a list of subscribers on his work, giving names of 
postoffices in the bounds of his charge. These lists, we are informed, 
will contain the date of expiration of each subscriber. Having the 
dates before him, an agent will be enabled to renew each subscriber as 
his time expires. We believe that in this way the large delinquent list 
now carried by the paper can be very materially decreased if the agents 
will take hold of the matter promptly/’ 

In conclusion, — a reading Church will be a working Church. Let 
us make ours a reading people. We have all needed resources — men, 
presses, capital. As we push these interests, so will we move the 
Church forward in all good works.

Many new Leagues have been organized this year, and all so far as 
our information goes, are now working under the new charter and con- 
stitution. Number of Leagues 34; number of members 1329. 

We heartily commend the Epworth Era as our League organ, but 
regret certain recent unfortunate utterances by the editor, and also by 
his critics. 

We hope the discussion is now at an end, and note with pleasure 
that in a recent issue of the Era the editor, Rev. S. A. Steel, pledges 
the paper in the future to be true and loyal to the church and the in- 
terests of our young people. In conclusion we respectfully and earnestly 
urge our pastors to carefully cultivate this promising field of Christian 
activity.

We, your committee appointed to examine the District Conference 
Records make the following reDort: 

We are glad to be able to say that these records, in the main, are 
well kept, and we have but few criticisms to make. 

AUSTIN DISTRICT. 

This record is well kept, but we notice the following defects: In 

many places the i’s are not dotted, and the t’s are not crossed. We 
have often heard of “reading between the lines.” We have had to do 
this in examining the record. Certain brethren were introduced to the 
District Conference, and the Secretary recorded the fact between the 
lines. We noticed also that a few words are incorrectly spelled in this 
book. 

HUNTSVILLE DISTRICT. 

This record is well kept except that the punctuation points are omit - 
ted in many place. This statement occurs in the report from Willis 
Station. “Attendance upon the ordinances of religion aceptionally 
large.” As we have not yet found this word “aceptionally” in the dic- 
tionaries. we modestly suggest the word exceptionally is the proper 
word to be used in this connection. 

CHAPPELL HILL DISTRICT. 

The plan and arrangement of this book is to be commended 
warmly, except that the number of the session is not given on the first 
page of this year’s proceedings. We notice also several misspelled 
words in this book, and that the i’s are not always dotted, nor the t’s 
crossed. Otherwise the book is very well kept. 

CALVERT DISTRICT. 

This book is remarkable for its neatness and arrangement. The 
penmanship is especially good. We feel inclined to favor the Secre- 
tary as much as possible, but feel it our duty to say that the name of 
Bro. Favre is incorrectly spelled frequently in this book. It should be 
Favre, but is often spelled Faver. This is all that we find to criticise 
in this book. 

HOUSTON DISTRICT. 

This book is exceedingly well kept. The penmanship is very neat 
and legible. The arrangement of the headings and sections is very 
commendable. We have no criticism to make on this book.

To the Bishop and Me7nbers of the Texas Conference: 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: — We, your committee have had 
before us the first annual report of the Texas Methodist Orphanage, 
which is dated October 31, 1894. From the report we learn the fol- 
lowing: 

We have in the northern part of the city of Waco a home consist- 
ing of 28 acres of land and a brick house large enough to accommodate 
40 children. It is under direct supervision of the Business Manager, 
Bro. W. H Vaughan, whose wife has been acting as matron without 
money or price. There are now 21 children in the home. 

The assets are: 

Building and grounds of home $ 16,000 00 

Subscriptions 23,817 00 

Land in Cass county, 320 acres 640 00 



Making a total of $ 40,457 00 

The liabilities consisting of balance due on home and improvements 
are $14,957.00 thus leaving $26,500.00 value of assets above liabilities. 

The Directors of the Home recommend that, “in order to secure the 
entire co-operation of the church, as well as to meet the current ex- 
penses of the Orphanage, each Conference make an assessment tor 
current expenses of the Home.” We concur in this recommendation 
and ask that our Conference accept the assessment of $600 made 
against us and refer the assessment to the Joint Board of Finance for 
distribution among the different districts. 

It occasions rejoicing and gratitude to God that we have been able 
to accomplish so much in this important work of giving material as 
well as spiritual food to our Savior’s orphan lambs, and we trust that 
our preachers and laymen will in no wise disregard the claims of this 
infant institution. 

It also affords us pleasure to give hearty commendation of our effi- 
cient Business Manager. 

We have also had before us the constitution for the government of 
the Orphanage, and after careful consideration, we recommend its ap- 
proval by this Conference.

2. We rejoice at the advance step taken by the late General Con- 
ference in the specific injunction upon our membership, inhibiting them 
from signing petitions or renting houses for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors. 

3. If temperance consists in the moderate use of things lawful, and 
total abstinence from things unlawful, then we insist that abstemious- 
ness as to intoxicating liquors, as a beverage, is the only attitude for a 
Christian, or even a good citizen, to assume. 

4. We admonish our people, and all people, against all complica- 
tions or alliances with this unspeakable evil, and we pledge ourselves 
to renewed and continued effort, by all lawful and prudent means, to 
foster every movement, and encourage any legislation which looks to- 
ward the repression of this tide of destruction, or gives promise and 
hope of the complete emancipation of our whole country from this 
reign of death.

Bible Cause. 

The Bible is the word of God. Our Savior, in his great commission, 
said ‘*Go ye into all the world and preach the gospel to every creature.” 

The Koran for the Turks, the teachings of Confucius for China, but 
the gospel of Christ for the world. This is the preacher’s message, for 
it is the sword of the spirit. Not science, for the Egyptians, at one 
time, were skilled in the arts and sciences, yet they were corrupt and 
degraded ; and Africa has remained a blank on the pages of history 
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for ages. Not education, for China has a literary hierarchy, but the 
masses are ignorant and benighted. Christ has made His word the 
mighty power for elevating and purifying the masses. 

The great mission of the church is to christianize the world. In 
order for her to accomplish this she must send out the word of God 
itself as well as a living ministry. God could have printed the Bible 
on tables of stones as he did the commandments, and he could send 
them on the wings of the wind to every nation under heaven, and have 
it preached by angels : but were this the case, what would be the work 
of the church? And what would be our reward? God has seen fit 
to so arrange the plan of salvation, that he will do nothing for the ad- 
vancement of his kingdom that man can do. When Saul was stricken 
down by the power of God, he was commanded to go to Ananias and 
learn his duty. The great commission to the church, implies the duty 
of sending forth the word of life as well as the missionary, for these two 
must go hand in hand. 

The American Bible Society was established for the purpose of print- 
ing the Bible without comment, as cheaply as possible. It has proven 
to be a mighty power in the distribution of the scriptures. A mighty 
tide of immigration has been constantly pouring into our country. 
They were met at our shores by agents of the American Bible Society, 
and presented a copy of the scriptures in their own tongue. Even in 
our own State of Texas, while the gospel is preached from the pulpit 
in only five different languages, the Bible has been circulated in the 
many languages of the people by the agents of this society. 

The home work is not all that this society is doing, for it is also doing 
a great work in foreign fields. The colporteur often going far in ad- 
vance of the heralds of the cross,, and thus preparing the way for his 
coming. All missionary efforts would be greatly checked, and the 
missionaries themselves would be greatly hindered in their work, should 
this Society withdraw its assistance from them. 

We rejoice to see a growing interest in this great work among our 
people. Our last General Conference made it the duty of every 
preacher to present the claims of the American Bible Society to his 
congregation, and take up a collection. It also has made provisions 
in our statistical reports for amounts collected to be reported, that the 
world may know what we, as a church, are doing for this society. 

In our Conference last year only nineteen charges reported a collec- 
tion for this cause. This year thirty-five charges report $207.55 col- 
lected, $111.15 of which was paid to your committee and $96.40 to 
the various home auxiliaries. Your committee feel sorry that so many 
of our preachers have treated the claims of this Society with indifference.

Colportage Board. 

At the Texas Conference in 1890, the Committee on Colportage 
recommended that the five Texas Conferences unite in establishing a 
Depository according to Chapter XI, section 4, paragraph 401, of the 
Discipline, and at their various sessions for 1891, the agreement was 
entered into by all the English speaking Conferences in the State. Rev. 
I. Z. T. Morris was placed in charge of this work, and has been re- 
appointed to it from year to year in recognition of his fidelity and en- 
terprise. In his communication to this Conference referred to us he 
reports sales as follows:

The General Conference saw fit to leave the law in reference to' this 

work unchanged, and we are glad to learn that the Book Agents' re- 
gard our Texas Depository as a necessity rather than an experiment. 
A large majority of the members of this Conference are giving it their 
patronage and support, and it is growing in general favor among our 
people. This work, like every other, depends largely upon the pastor, 
who should consider himself a sub-Colporter, using his social position, 
his pastoral influence and even his pulpit in the furtherance of this 
great cause. Some wise things have recently been said in this connec- 
tion by Bishop Haygood, who knows how to sell a good book as well 
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as to write one. By stating in our sermons the books and authors that 
have suggested our best thoughts we impart per force that little' knowl- 
edge which frequently proves to be the nest egg of Wisdom, constrain- 
ing her to take up her abode in our hearts. “'To him that hath shall 
be given, and he shall have abundance.” Next to baptism of power 
the itinerant preacher needs the baptism of versatility. Whatever may 
be his environment he must find time to read good books, and he must 
find expedients by means of which they may be disseminated among 
the people in order to be worthy followers of Wesley. We must sur- 
pass him as he also surpassed his predecessors in the practical wisdom 
of his plans. Whenever ignorant news butchers become the purvey- 
ors of our intellectual food, and sensational and immoral publications 
flood our homes to the exclusion of more wholesome literature, the man 
who hasn’t the time to do something hasn’t the time to be in the Chris- 
tian ministry. In the doctrines of Methodism we have the pure faith 
once delivered to the Staints crystalized into pure and never changing 
forms, but our plans like the material world of Plato, are in a continual 
flux. Just as the water derives its form and figure from the vessel 
which contains it, so our methods adjust and adapt themselves to the 
ever varying conditions and circumstances about us. so as to gain 
strength from every conflict and honor from every obstacle. 

The great object of our Colportage work is not to accumulate money 
but to scatter our books and periodicals. Some money is necessary in 
order to do this, and in transacting our business through the Deposi- 
tory we increase its credit in commercial circles, and thereby strengthen 
its hands for our work. This enterprise stands along side of the Texas 
Advocate , the Southwestern University, and the Orphanage, as one of • 
the four great institutions of Texas Methodism which we expect to 
grow with our growth and strengthen with our strength. We beg leave 
to present for your adoption the following resolutions: 

Resolved , ist , That we will continue our patronge to the Texas 
Depository, and will do what we can to assist it in aiding the publish- 
ing house in distributing our books throughout the State. 

Resolved , 2nd , That we recognize Rev. I. Z. T. Morris as our Gen- 
eral Colporter and give him a hearty welcome to our charges when- 
ever he can visit them.

Memoirs. 



The memorial session of the Conference was held Saturday night, 
and was opened with religious services conducted by Rev. W. H. 
Vaughan. Two members of the Conference had died during the year, 
Revs. Josiah W. Whipple and Wm. Shapard. 

J. M. Wesson read the memoir of 

REV. JOSIAH W. WHIPPLE. 

Josiah W. Whipple was born in Bennington, Vt., August ist, 1813, 
and died in Austin, Texas, May 8th, 1894. His parents moved to 
Northern Illinois when their children were young. Josiah was the 
oldest, and the first to embrace Chi ist and unite with the Methodist 
church. His mother was a devout Christian woman, but his father 
had not then embraced the Savior. 

The son was the priest of the family, and offered the daily sacrifice. 
Convinced that a dispensation of the gospel was committed unto him, 
he was licensed as a local preacher by Rev. John Clark, ?. E. of Chi- 
cago District, January 12th, 1839. He was admitted into the Rock 
River Conference August 26th, 1840, and appointed to Galena. He 
was ordained deacon by Bishop Morris October 29th, 1841, and trans- 
ferred to the Texas Conference. The second session of that body was 
held in San Augustine, December 23d, 1841. John Clark was ap- 
pointed P. E. of Rutersville District, and J. W. Whipple P. C. of Aus- 
tin Circuit. The bishop and his two companions traveled on horse- 
back to the Colorado river. The bishop preached in Austin, and in-' 
troduced the new preacher to his charge. Austin Circuit embraced 
the Colorado valley on both sides of the river, and extended south al- 
most to La Grange. The Comanches, and other wild tribes, were 
dangerous, but our brother knew no fear. Armed for defense, and 
mounted on a magnificent horse, he made his way from settlement to 
settlement, preaching in the log cabins of the people, and laying 
broad and deep the foundation of the Methodist church in Texas. 
Having served Austin Circuit two years, he was stationed in Houston, 
1 844-5* Then he labored on the Rutersville Circuit two years, and

was appointed to Washington District. Thence, and for many years, 
he was engaged in district work, for which he was pre-eminently adapt- 
ed. From Brownsville, on the Rio Grande, to the upper settlements 
on the Trinity river, he went, everywhere preaching the gospel. On a 
camp-ground, he was in his element. Marshaling his forces as a skill- 
ful general, he would lead Zion’s hosts to victory. With a voice loud 
and clear as a trumpet, he could be heard in the most distant parts of 
the encampment. 

He was most wonderfully gifted in prayer and exhortation. A con- 
gregation was often melted into tears by his opening prayer. “As a 
prince, he had power with God, and prevailed.” His exhortations, 
coming from a burdened and burning heart, reached the hearts and 
consciences of men, and the slain of the Lord were many. 

Bro. Whipple was thrice married. His first wife was Mrs. Sarah 
McGhee, of Bastrop county. She was an intelligent, faithful, Chris- 
tian woman, — “a helpmeet” indeed, — making for her husband a happy 
home, when for a short time he could rest from his itinerant toils. It 
pleased God sorely to afflict his servant. His only son, Wilbur Fisk, 
six years of age, was accidentally drowned by falling from a horse 
while fording the Colorado river. The bereaved mother soon followed 
her sainted boy to his heavenly home. 

A second time he entered the marital state, this time with Miss Anna 
Rideout, at whose grave, he and a surviving daughter wept. His third 
marriage was to Mrs. Sarah Dietricht, who, together with a son — Josiah 
W. Whipple, Jr., — and the daughter, of the former marriage, still sur- 
vive him. 

Several years before his death, his hearing became impaired. This 
increased until at length it was difficult to converse with him. Still de- 
siring to be engaged in his loved employ, he, for some years, served 
Austin Circuit, and Austin City Mission. 

But one day he received an injury that put him on crutches for the 
rest of his life. Yet he was cheerful, nay more, happy to find in read- 
ing the Scriptures, meditation and prayer an unfailing source of joy. 

His bereaved widow writes: “He was more cheerful than he had 

been for years. He was conscious to the last moment. He kissed us 
all and bade us all good bye, saying that God would bless us all, and 
take care of us as He had ever taken care of him; and then quietly 
fell asleep in the arms of our Savior.” 

Thus at the age of 81, his life’s labors ended; 55 years after his 
license to preach, 54 years after his reception into the itinerancy, and 
nearly 53 years after his arrival in Texas. 

O. T. Hotchkiss read the memorial of 

REV. WM. SHAPARD. 

William Shaphard was born in Murphreesboro, Tenn., August 19th, 
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1830, and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, at the age 
of nineteen years. November nth, 1856, he was married to Miss 
Emily Hall. She, and two sons and two daughters, are left to weep 
for our departed brother. He was licensed to preach June 22, 1851, 
and admitted into the Tennessee Conference the same year. Having 
served the Rock Creek and Middleton circuits while on trial, he was 
ordained deacon October 17, 1852, by Bishop Joshua Soule, and was 
sent to Edgefield Station. After faithful service in his mother confer- 
ence, he was transferred to the Memphis Conference and stationed at 
Aberdeen, Mississippi, being subsequently transferred to the Alabama 
Conference, where he served laithfully and well the “Lord of the Har- 
vest.” Among his charges in this Conference were Eufala, Selma, 
Auburn, Marion, Eutaw and Lowndesboro. 

In 1861, he answered the call for those who would stand for the 
“defense of home and native land,” and went to the front where he 
served bravely until failing health compelled him to accept a discharge. 

As soon as his health would permit, he returned to his loved employ 
in the pulpit, and soon rose to great eminence as a preacher. The 
year 1872 found him pastor of St. Francis Church, Mobile, the rank- 
ing church in the State. 

He came to the Texas Conference and served St. John’s Church 
1876 and 1877. From there he was sent to Tenth Street Church, 
Austin, where he labored and preached faithfully for three years, 1878, 
1879, 1880, when failing health forced him to retire from the active 
work and take a supernumerary relation, but even in that relation, and 
though physically incapacitated for regular work, he often preached 
with unfailing earnestness and great acceptability. 

Your committee have labored under very great disadvantages in pre- 
paring this memoir, not being able to get dates, charges and other 
matters of interest, but all who knew him, knew him to be an upright 
man, a great preacher and a devoted Christian. 

Wherever he went, in all the conferences to which he belonged, he 
took front rank as a preacher and leader. His preaching, in many 
places and on many occasions, was attended with signal victories, and 
there will no doubt be many to welcome him to the reward that he so 
richly deserved. May we be faithful, and with our brother answer roll 
call in the great Conference above. 

“Servant of God well done, 

Thy glorious warfare’s past, 

The battles fought, the race is run, 

And thou art crowned at last.”
